Thou* hts On The Little One*. 

What is" more beautiful 
than the child, whose very 
eyes give out a smile of inno- 
cent, just em the ro*e frivva 
out its otloi to the atmoophere. 
The roue is hailed every- 
where hh the queun ol flower*, 
but not so with the little child. 
How many thousands of litlle 
children are crushed in hody 
and mind, simply because par- 
ents are ignorant -of that 
which the child requires. Oh! 
how brutal some parent* and 
teachers aro in punishing these 
dear little onee , If they give 
some little offense they are 
sometimes beaten over the 
head with whatever came in 
the guardians way, never 
thinking that they are endang- 
ering the life of the innocent 
child. There are hundreds of 
children who are sufferers from 
some disease of the head that 
may have been brought about 
by one lick over the head. It 
would be well for such persons 
to study the duties which they 
owe to the little child. Just 
think of the brain, its tender- 
ness and think what we would 
be it we did not have the 
rijrht use 'of that organ and 
then if you have been guilty 
of pounding or striking child- 
ren over the head or face with 
almost anything you got your 
hand on I imagine you feel 
like hiding yoar face in shame 
and that surely way down 
deep in your heart you will re- 
solve never to be guilty of the 
crime, again as long as yon 
live. Some people who have 
control of children forget, it 
seems, that they were one 
day children themselves. 
They look .upon the sorrows 
of tittle children as of not 
much consequence and hence 
they never think of dropping 
a word ut kindness to sooth 
them in their sorrow however 
childish it may tje. 

Poor little sorrowing child. 
Let it fall asleep and then 
uotica the weary long sighs it 
takes which is to teach us who 
have the control of them their 
little hearts can be overburden- 
ened with sorrow as well as 
those who are more matured 
in years. The mind of a little 
child being tender, therefore 
great impressions can be made 
either for good or evil. Oh! 


could we but lift the veil ot 
some homes and see the bru- 
tal treatment ot those children, they must be 
who are sometimes refused 
enough to eat, though there is 
plenty in store, which is" some 
times icounted for as stingy- 
nees, simply to store away 
a great amount of this world's 
goods that they may be called 
rich. They are not only stint- 
ed in something to eat but 
something to wear also. 
Children ate heirs to so many 
ill treatments that we hardly 
know where we might begin 
to mention that we may do 
the most good . 

They are not only injured 


physically but morally by the 
carelessness of the guardian. 
The practice of vulgarity in 
the home, which is sometimes 
practiced it seems almost 
hourly in the family circle is 
enough to sink the purest 
character into degradation. 
Thechild lookiupon the parent 
or teacher but more especially 
the lormer a* beinfr. one in 
whom they can trust. Vul- 
garity a word which sounds 
to me to contain enough 
blackness for a mountain ot 
darkness. And yet how 
much vulgsrness is practiced 
by «o many people of today 
before the youth would not 
only represent a mountain but 
chains and systems ot mount- 
ains of blackness. 

It is astonishing and amaz- 
ing how much of this nig- 
gardly work is carried on by 
older persons in the presence 
of the tittle ones poisoning the 
very atmosphere about them, 
and thereby blighting the 
good thoughts and filling 
their minds with that which 
may eternally ruin them. 
You will find this sin practic- 
ed among the so-called crust 
of society. Oh! how thought- 
less and careless must be the 
parent who would stoop so low 
as to engage in such grovel- 
ing and degrading work. 
Through the carelessness of 
the guardian you see the once 
pure little one in manhood or 
womanhood engaged in thu 
same niggardly work. No 
dye or paint is black enough 
to paint the picture of vulgar- 
ity. Words are too feeble 
to express the length, brcudth, 
height and depth of this 
sin. Some people seem to 
think it makes them popular 
in society, if they can raise a 
laugh by some expression of 
vulgarity. 

Oh! silly and deluded one 
will you be so foolish as to 
throw yourself away, travel 
such a dangerous road and also 
endanger or poiBon the lives 
of others. We should remem- 
ber that our tongiu-s are giv 
en to us to be used only to 
speak th.ise things which "are 
calculated to build us up 
morally and spiritually and 
not to be used as an instru- 
ment in our hands to degrade 
us and finally to drag us 
down to the lowest helll It 
seems to bo the idea among 
certnin classes nowdays that 
in order to be left in society 
a little vulgar 
in words or actions, How 
ruinous is such a piinciple in 
its influence upon the little 
ones who are always very 
great observers and imitators. 
How careful should the par- 
ent or teacher be in crushing 
out the bad influences that 
only the pure refined principles 
may be thrown as a shield 
around tho children. How 
unthougbtfui and unthankful 
for the blessiiiR of having the 
right use of our minds and 
tongues. People that make 
a confession of knowing the 


good,. Tct they when tried 
by those who are in the habit 
of using vulgar language have 
not the courage to turn their 
backs upon that sin are uot 
doing their duty and are them 
selves guilty of doing what 
they should not have done. 
When we contemplate the 
blackness of this sin practiced 
before the youth we wonder 
that G-od in his wrath does 
not strike them down as cum- 
berers of the earth. Physical 
punishments are so various 
that I can not (orbare mention- 
ing some of the very common 
■nodes of punishments. 
Those punishments inflicted 
on children are very numerous 
and three fourths of them are 
barbarous in their nature. 
They are barbarous because 
they in some way crush the 
real and true nature of the 
child and thereby substitute 
a talpe disposition. Let us 
mention several of the pun- 
ishments which we term as 
barbarous. A child punish- 
ed for not instantly controll- 
ing its feelings when over- 
powered with grief is ridicu- 
lous and immoral. Another 
we may* mention as an exam- 
ple, is children breaking any- 
thing through oid i nary child- 
ish carelessness and perhaps 
receives a punishment that we 
ought to be ashamed to in- 
flict on the brutes. Another 
example we may mention is 
searing almost the soul out of 
the poor little child racking 
its nervous system. Alt and 
many more such modes of 
punishment for which the 
parent or guardian will have 
to render uti uccount for in the 
Great Day of Reckoning. If 
we would only study to know 
more of the real nature of the 
child we might avoid these 
for which we must account 
for, and by so doing protect 
those from injury over whom 
we have control. Hundred 
and thousands of times child- 
ren arc punished for actions 
which were not clearly wrong 
in their intentions. 

It is not moral discipline to 
punish children without being 
clearly understood as to what 
the punishment is for. When 
tho parent or teacher says 
'Don't do that' and gives them 
a bang now and then without 
being clearly understood is an 
immoral ruler and is not realy 
fit to have control over the 
brutes much less children. 
'Locke saya parents so heap 
Rules on their children that 
it was impossible lor them to 
remember the tenth part of 
the m much less to observe 
them. There are certain plain 
limits to the use of punish- 
ments. 

Those who do understand 
hold a more prominent posi- 
tion than the Judge inthe 
court-room. Oh! how careful 
we are with a plant which we 
have selected at the Green 
House and probably it costs 
ten or fifteen cents. We 
watch and fondle it and are 


very careful that it does not ! 
suffer for want ot water, light, 
etc. And it may be that the 
same one who has the ten cent 
plant is allowing the budding 
soul of the little child to be 
rusted out through the im- 
proper modes of punishment 
or treatment. Oh! sad, oruel, 
but such is the case in thous- 
ands of homes all over this 
land. The rights of children 
are not studied as they shonld 
be by all who have authority 
over them. The crushing of 
their privileges are studied 
rather than that which would 
be for the upbuilding in nine 
cases out of ten because they 
are under authority. And 
this I think compares very 
favorably with the rights 
given to women on the Wom- 
an's Suffrage Question of to- 
day for we see it as a question 
in the different Legislative 
Halls being crushed out by 
the many and advocated by 
the few who have studied lor 
the upbuilding of our rights 
and not for the crushing ot 
them. We are thankful tor 
the few. who study the rights 
of children and to Him who 
is all powerful that such may 
be placed in all the homes and 
schools all over the land. Oh! 
well says the cureless thinker 
its women and children no 
matter they all get along so 
onward through lite they go 
control ing until they find out 
that something has control 
over them and that is the 
Monster Death, and they be 
gin to feel their littleness, 
But too late! too late! 

Children obey your parents! 
this we hear from the pulpit 
more frequently than any oth- 
er text from the biblel This 
is all well enough but I think 
it would be a good plan to hear 
as often, Parents provoke not 
your children to wrath. Oh! 
no saya one do not preach to 
the one in authority bo much, 
that is not a very popular 
course to pursue. Now that 
is just the place to begin. 
Those in authority need more 
preaching to than those who 
are* under authorities. " We 
should remember that the 
child is defenseless ; he U not 
allowed to argue : 

He is often tried, condemned 
and executed in a minute! 
He finds himself of little usrl 
He is put at things he does 
not like to do and withheld 
from that which he does like.' 
He is made the convenience 
of grown up people, he is 
hardly supposed to have any 
rights except in a corner as it 
were, is snubbed and catechis- 
ed, until he learns to shirk 
his authority, then he is whip- 
ped for being suoh a liar that 
no one believes him. Woe to 
him who has never tried the 
companionship of a little child 
but carelessly passed by as 
one pastes a rare flower with- 
out; knowing its value.
